Opening Ceremony lecture 

Donald Trunkey to discuss Admiral Nelson 



Donald D. Trunkey, MD, FACS 


D onald 1).Trunkey, MD, FACS, 
will deliver the Opening Cer¬ 
emony Lecture of the 1993 
Clinical Congress on Monday 
morning at 9:30 am in the Esplanade 
Ballroom of Moscone Center. Dr. 
Trunkey has titled his lecture “The 
Admiral’s Wounds.” He is professor and 
chairman of the department of surgery 
at Oregon Health Sciences University, 
Portland, OR. 

Dr. Trunkey received a BS degree in 
1959 from Washington State University 
and an MD degree in 1963 from the 
University of Washington. Between 1963 
and 1972, he undertook postgraduate 


training at the University of Oregon, 
the University of California (San Fran¬ 
cisco), and the University of Texas 
Southwestern Medical School (National 
Institutes of Health Trauma Unit). 

He began his academic career in 1971 
as assistant research professor of sur¬ 
gery at the University of Texas South¬ 
western Medical School in Dallas. 
Between 1972 and 1986, Dr. Trunkey 
was professor, director of surgery, chief 
of surgery, and chairman of the depart¬ 
ment of surgery at the University of 
California, San Francisco. In 1986, he 
assumed his present position in Port¬ 
land. 


In his lecture, Dr. Trunkey will dis¬ 
cuss Admiral Nelson—his naval career, 
his battlefield accomplishments, his 
combat wounds, and the medical care 
he received. Horatio Nelson was born 
on September 29,1758, in Norfolk, En¬ 
gland, and died at sea off Cape Trafalgar, 
Spain, on October 21, 1805. He is best 
remembered as the brilliant British naval 
commander in the wars with revolution¬ 
ary and Napoleonic France. In addition 
to victories in decisive battles, such as 
those of the Nile (1798) and ofTrafalgar 
(1805), he was recognized as an inno¬ 
vative strategist and a benevolent leader 
of men.

Fellows Leadership Society 

Dr. Jacobson to receive philanthropy award 


T he Fellows Leadership Soci¬ 
ety will hold its fifth annual 
luncheon on Monday and will 
feature the presentation of the 
ACS Distinguished Philanthropist 
Award. The award will be given to 
Julius H. Jacobson II, MD, FACS. 

Through the generosity of Dr. 
Jacobson, a $500,000 endowment has 
been established so that the College 
will be able to fund and begin devel¬ 
opment of the Jacobson Innovation 
Award of the American College of 
Surgeons. 

The purpose of the award will be to 
honor living surgeons, or surgical 
teams, who have been innovators of a 


new development or technique in any 
field of surgery. 

A general vascular surgeon, Dr. 
Jacobson is clinical professor of sur¬ 
gery at Mount Sinai School of Medi¬ 
cine in New York City. He is universally 
recognized as the first surgeon to have 
used a microscope to facilitate the 
joining together of small blood ves¬ 
sels. 

His pioneering work in the devel¬ 
opment of microsurgery led to coro¬ 
nary artery bypass graft surgery, 
reimplantation of limbs, and the trans¬ 
fer of skin, muscle, and bone from one 
area of the body to another. 

The reception and luncheon will be¬ 


gin at 11:00 am in the Grand Ballroom 
of the Westin St. Francis Hotel. 

Due to the College’s long-standing re¬ 
lationship with Davis + Geek (Ameri¬ 
can Cyanamid Company), the 
Committee on Development deemed it 
appropriate to invite Mr. William Poole, 
president of the company, to present 
the keynote address, signifying the 
supportive relationship between the 
company and the College. 

New Life Members of the Fellows 
Leadership Society will also be hon¬ 
ored at the luncheon. 

The society is chaired by Ralph A. 
Straffon, MD, FACS, Past President of 
the College.

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Nine named lectures offered at Congress 


O ffered during the Clinical 
Congress each year are nine 
named lectures. A brief his¬ 
tory of each lecture, as well 
as this year’s speakers and topics, fol¬ 
lows. 

The American Urological Associa¬ 
tion (AUA) Lecture, sponsored by that 
association, was first delivered in 1967 
by Dr. Paul S. Russell, who spoke on 
Tissue Immunity and OrganTransplan- 
tation.” Since then, the lecture has cov¬ 
ered such diverse topics as 
hypertension, specialty relations, body 
responses to weightlessness, health 
problems in developing nations, man¬ 
power, and the National Institutes of 
Health. 

Presenting the 1993 AUA Lecture will 
be Donald S. Coffey, PhD, of Baltimore, 
MD. Dr. Coffey is The Catherine Iola 
and J. Smith Michael Distinguished Pro¬ 
fessor of Urology and Oncology, and 
professor of pharmacology and molecu¬ 
lar sciences at The Johns H opkins U ni- 
versity School of Medicine. Dr. Coffey 
will discuss “Cancer, Chaos, and Com¬ 
plexity.” 

The Advisory Council for Neurologi¬ 
cal Surgery Lecture debuted in 1992. 
At the request of the College’s Advi¬ 
sory Council for Neurological Surgery, 
this lectureship was established by the 
Board of Regents in February 1990. The 
purpose of this lecture is to present 
aspects of the development of surgery. 
The first lecture was delivered by Dale 
C. Smith, PhD, associate professor at 
the Uniformed Services University of 
the Health Sciences, Bethesda, MD. Dr. 
Smith discussed “Appendicitis, Appen¬ 
dectomy: The Development of Modern 
Surgery.” 

The second Advisory Council Lecture 
will be delivered by Robert J. T. Joy, 
MD, FACP, of Bethesda, MD. Dr. Joy 
is professor and chairman of the sec¬ 
tion of medical history at'l'he Uniformed 
Services University of the Health Sci¬ 
ences. Dr. Joy will speak on “Hemor¬ 
rhagic Shock: Problem in Search of a 
Solution.” 

The John H. Gibbon, Jr., Lecture was 

first delivered in 1971 by Michael E. 
Debakey, MD, FACS, who spoke about 
The Impact of the Development of the 
Heart-Lung Machine on Medicine and 
Its Potentialities.” The lecture was es¬ 
tablished to honor John H. Gibbon, Jr., 
MD, FACS, a pioneer of modern open- 
heart surgery, who performed the 
world’s first successful open-heart op¬ 
eration using a machine that totally 
bypassed the heart. 

This year’s Gibbon Lecture will be 
presented by Harold C. Urschel, Jr., MD, 
FACS, of Dallas, TX. Dr. Urschel is pro¬ 
fessor of clinical thoracic and cardio¬ 
vascular surgery at the University of 
Texas Health Science Center at Dallas. 
He has chosen Thoracic Outlet Syn¬ 
dromes” as the topic of his lecture. 

TheScudder Oration on Trauma hon¬ 
ors Charles Locke Scudder, MD, FACS, 
an outstanding contributor to the sur¬ 


gery of trauma and to postgraduate 
education in fractures and dislocations. 
In 1917, he organized the first fracture 
service in the United States. 

In 1929, Dr. Scudder delivered the 
first Oration on Fractures at the Clini¬ 
cal Congress in Chicago, IL. As the scope 
of trauma surgery widened and the 
College’s Committee on Fractures be¬ 
came the Committee on Trauma, the 
name of the lecture became the Ora¬ 
tion on Trauma in 1952, and became 
the Scudder Oration on Trauma in 1963. 

Delivering the 1993 Scudder Lecture 
will be Ben Eiseman, MD, FACS, of 
Denver, CO. Dr. Eiseman will discuss 
“Our Second Responsibility in Trauma 
Care: A New Clause in the Social Con¬ 
tract.” Dr. Eiseman was Second Vice- 
President of the College from 1983 to 
1984, and is currently the Distinguished 
Physician at the Department of Veter¬ 
ans Affairs Medical Center in Denver. 

The Ethics and Philosophy Lecture 
debuted at the 1991 Clinical Congress 
in Chicago, IL. John Conley, MD, FACS, 
a New York otorhinolaryngologisl, do¬ 
nated $100,000 to the College to endow 
a fund that would support this lecture. 
The lectureship is presented under the 
auspices of the Committee on Ethics 
and the Advisory Council for 
Otorhinolaryngology. Of this lecture¬ 
ship, Dr. Conley has said, “I consider 
ethics and ph ilosophy to be, in one sense, 
the essence of the medical profession. 
It is one of the things that has been 
buffeted about in the past 20 or 30 years, 
but that has not diminished its essenti¬ 
ality.” 

The first Ethics and Philosophy Lec¬ 
ture was presented by Leon R. Kass, 
MD, Addie Clark Harding Professor in 
the College of Social Thought at the 
University of Chicago (IL). Dr. Kass’ 
topic was “ ‘I Will Give No Deadly Drug’: 
Why Doctors Must Not Kill.” 

This year’s Ethics Lecture will be 
presented by former ACS Secretary 
LaSalle D. Leffall, Jr., MD, FACS, of 
Washington, DC. Dr. Leffall is the 
Charles R. Drew Professor and chair¬ 
man in the department of surgery at 
Howard University Hospital. Dr. Leffall’s 
lecture is “Medical Ethics in Today’s 
Society.” 

The Commission on Cancer Oncology 
Lectureship was first delivered at the 
1988 Clinical Congress. The establish¬ 
ment of the Oncology Lecture was ap¬ 
proved by the College’s Board of Regents 
in June of 1987. The purpose of the lec¬ 
ture is to present current major devel¬ 
opments in the field of oncology and to 
emphasize the role of the surgeon in 
the care of the cancer patient. The lec¬ 
turer is considered a leader in the field 
of oncology who has done outstanding 
work in laboratory research, clinical 
research, or cancer management. 

Glenn D. Steele, Jr., MD, FACS, of 
Boston, MA, will deliver this year’s 
Oncology Lecture, which he has titled 
“Advances in the Treatment of Early to 
Advanced Stage Colorectal Cancer: 


Twenty Years of Progress.” Dr. Steele 
is The William V. McDermott Profes¬ 
sor of Surgery at Harvard Medical 
School, Boston, MA. 

The I. S. Ravdin Lecture in the Ba¬ 
sic Sciences, sponsored by the I. S. 
Ravdin Surgical Society, was first de¬ 
livered in 1964 and honors I.S. Ravdin, 
MD, FACS, who served as President of 
the College 1960-1961. The lecture was 
established by the Board of Regents, 
which believed that it was “essential that 
knowledge in the basic sciences which 
would support surgery should be pre¬ 
sented to the Fellowship.” 

This year’s Ravdin Lecture, The Lr 
Arginine: Nitric Oxide Pathway—From 
Normal Physiology to Human Disease,” 
will be delivered by Salvador Moncada, 
MD, of Beckenham, England. Dr. 
Moncada is director of research of the 
Wellcome Research Laboratories in 
England. 

The Distinguished Lecture of the In¬ 
ternational Society of Surgery was es¬ 
tablished by the Board of Regents in 
June 1990, and the first Distinguished 
Lecture was presented at the 1992 Con¬ 
gress. This lectureship was established 
to honor distinguished international 
surgeons. The first lecture was pre¬ 
sented by Sir Roy Caine, MB, BS, 


FRCS(Eng), FRS, FACS(Hon), profes¬ 
sor of surgery at the U niversity of Cam¬ 
bridge, England, who spoke about organ 
transplantation. 

The second Distinguished Lecture will 
be delivered by Professor John 
Terblanche, FRCSfEng & Glas), 
FACS (Hon), of Cape Town, South Af¬ 
rica. Professor Terblanche has titled his 
lecture The Changing Face of Biliary 
Tract Surgery in 1993.” Professor 
Terblanche, who became an Honorary 
Fellow of the ACS in 1987, is professor 
and chairman in the department of sur¬ 
gery at the University of CapeTown and 
Groote Schuur Teaching Hospitals 
Group. 

The Martin Memorial Lecture was 

established in 1946 by the Board of 
Regents to honor the memory of 
Franklin H. Martin, MD, FACS, founder 
of the College, as well as his wife, Isabelle 
Hollister Martin. The specific topic of 
the lecture is to be of the author’s own 
choosing on any cultural subject. 

W. French Anderson, MD, of Los 
Angeles, CA, will present this year’s 
Martin Memorial Lecture, which will 
be devoted to “Human Gene Therapy.” 
Dr. Anderson is professor of biochem¬ 
istry and pediatrics at the University of 
Southern California School of Medicine.

SESAP on display 


SESAP ’94-’95, the eighth edition of the 
Surgical Education and Self-Assessment 
Program, will be on display in the ex¬ 
hibit level lobby of Moscone Center. 
Visitors to the exhibit may have the 
opportunity to meet some of the SESAP 
authors and to work with the new com¬ 
puter version of the program. 

The latest edition draws on a 22- 
year tradition of surgical education, 
with total enrollments to date num¬ 
bering more than 90,000. Two years 
in preparation by 45 surgical authori¬ 
ties, SESAP ’94-’95 features 450 mul¬ 
tiple choice items (MCIs) in 17 core 
subject areas and 10 patient manage¬ 
ment problems (PM Ps). Comprehen¬ 
sive syllabi with detailed discussions 
and references to the current litera¬ 
ture, included in each packet, are an 
especially popular component of the 
program. 

Participants have the option of obtain¬ 
ing 85 Category 1 credits by returning 
their assessment materials to the Col¬ 
lege for scoring. SESAP may be espe¬ 


cially valuable for physicians who are 
preparing for certification or recertifi¬ 
cation in general surgery. The content 
of the multiple-choice section is simi¬ 
lar to the recertification examination that 
is developed by the American Board of 
Surgery. 

For the first time this year, each packet 
will also include an upgraded comput¬ 
erized version oftheMCIs (Compu-SAP) 
for either Macintosh systems or Win¬ 
dows 3.1 for IBM/compatibles. 

The new graphical interface is easy 
to operate, and a context-sensitive help 
function makes it easy to get acquainted 
with the system. All of the illustrations 
have now been fully integrated into the 
computer program. The visual quality 
of the material has been enhanced, and 
future versions of SESAP will be de¬ 
signed to make even more use of com¬ 
puterization. 

SESAP is now being produced every 
two years (rather than three) to allow 
for the presentation of more focused 
and timely surgical knowledge.
